And firft, I might ask our Opponents to pro- 
duce any other Reafon for ie wer: et to 
fhew us, what even the Turks themfelves had to 
alledge againft the Emperor ? 

In all che Embaffies the Emperor made*to 
the Port, and in all the Treaties with the 
Turks, there was not one Pretence ever 
offered, why the Port was difgufted; no fuch 
thing as Reparation or Satisfaétion Demand- 
ed, but in the laft offer, which the Turk ever 
made to the Emperor; this was the main thing 
the Bafla infifted on, viz. Thas it fhould be Lew- 
ful for the Turks 10 afit . he Malecontents of 
Hungaria. 

Now let any Man but confider, what fort of 
a Peace this muft have been, that the Emperor 
mutt have been ty’d up to have atted no Hotti- 
lities on the Turks, and at the fame cime they 
were at Liberty to have brought down the whole 
Force of the Ottoman Empire upon him, under 
che {pecious fham of alffting the Hungarians —

but on Condition of Supporting the Aungarizns; 
Will any fay from thence, that the Aungarians 
were not the caule of the War-———I am glad

out breaking with the Emperor; and chat in 
purfuance ot thofe very Articles, the Zurks did 
iavade the Emperor, infraét the Treaty then in 
Yyy ‘Force 


ay ane 
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Force, and break the Peace 3 if they would 
nave made a farther Peace, or prolong’d the 
League then in Ferce, and were obftrnéted by 
their elpouting the Quarrel of the Hungarians; 
J would be glad to hear how thefe things can be 
Jels thanthe Caufe of the War, and how the 
#ungarims, under thefe Circumftanees, can be 
clear'd from being the occation of the 7urks ma- 
king, that horrible Devaftatiomin Hungary, and 
for the Charge of bringing them down upon 
the Empire ? 

After thefe Gentlemen have clear’d thtem from 
being the firft Authors of the War, they would 
do well to Anfwer for them, how they can be 
allow’d to Subje&t by Contraét, the whole King- 
dom of Hungary toa Tribute, and Engage with 
the Tun§e-to be their Tributary Servants; as by 
the Art&les mentioned in our Review, N° €6. 
and all this while Hungary was under the real. 
Obedience of the pena it this was not be- 
ginning the War, and being the firft occafions 
ofthe Jurks coming down upon the Empire, it 
willbe very hard to fix any National Crime io 
the World. 

’Twould be endlefs to repeat the various Ca- 
pitularions between the Hungarians and the 
Jurks , while yet the Truce was unbroken 3. the 
diligent endeavours ufed by the Hungarizis, to 
engage the Turks in this War, which at laft they 
were not to be Embark’d in, till the Aungari- 
ans ftruck the finifhing ftroke, by felling them- 
felves and their Pofterity, Captivesand Tribu- 
taries to the Turks. 
~ From this rime, ’tis vifible , they aéted’ by 
Concert, and by Mutual Stipulations 3 the Em- 
peror, like a vanquith’d Prince, fuing for Peace, 
was treated with Banter and Contempt; when 
fre offer’d Conditions to the Turks, they would 
not Treat, but with Liberty to affift the Aun- 
gerians ; when he made Terms to the Hungari- 
ans, Count Teckely anfwer'd, he could.not con- 
clude without the Grand Vifier. 

All this white the Peace with the Emperor and 
the Turks remain’d; and all this while the Em- 
weror continued his Endeavours at.the Port, to 
prolong it; at laft Teckely, by a folemn Depu- 
tation, folicits the Turks to that Treaty, which 
is mentioned before, yields the Kingdomto be 
Tributary ; Conditious, that when Teckely’s Fa- 
imily is Extin€, they fhall never Choofe.a King, 
but w.ththe Approbation: of the Turks, and 
earnefly folicit the Turks to bring a Force down, 
faufficient to give King Teckely King Poffeffion. 

Perfuant to this Treaty, the very next Spring 
200000.Turks invaded the Empire, and fo the 
War began. 


Its worth thefe Gentlemens enquiry , wha: 
Meafures thefe Aungarians took upon this In- 
vation; They did not Content themfelves to fe- 
eure their Liberties and Religion, but they 
joyn’d with the Zuris in all the horrible Devafta : 
tions of invafive War; at the firft appearance 


of the Grand Vifier, Teckely waits upon himnear - 


Raab, te Concert the Operations of the Cam- 
paign, receives Orders from him; 15000 of 
them, with Count Budizni, abandon the Em-- 
peror, and betray the Country tu the Turks; and 
CountTeckely himleif, following the Camp after- 
ward, became the unhappy Executioner of Zurl-- 
ifo Barbarity, on the Milefable Provinces of Sti- 
ria, Croatia, Auftriz, Moravia and Silefia ; to 

the utmoft of their Power, they furthered the 
Ruin of the German Empire, and the overthrow 
of all the Chriftian Powers, whether Proteftant 
or Papift, thar endeavoured its Relief: They at 

fifted as much as in them lay, the Infidels in an 

attempt upon ail. Chriltendom, and gave their 
Affiftance to Mahomet, to fupplant the Chriftian 
Religion, and drive it out of Europe. 

When even the Protettant Powers joyn’d with 
the Dake of Lorrain, to eppoie the Jurks, they 
found the Hungarian Atzlecomtents always on che 
Frontiers ; the Ruin of the Country, the Burn- 
ings and Deftructions made on the Aufirian Do- 
minions, were generally the Work ot thefe Peo- 
ple, in Conjunction with the Tartars, 

And this, as it isa Proceeding, which can 
never be juftified from the Caufe of Religion, 
fo I cannot find, that the Proteftants, rho’ they 
were after brought in to pay for all, were ever 
forward in this part or the Work; Blood, Fire, 
and Murther were never Proteftant Principles; 
and the very Praétice of thefe People was fa 
cient to tell the World wimat Principle they 
were of. 

Some are weak enough to anfwer, Thatfince 
the Turk has fuffered the Proteflants in his Do- 
minion to live unmolefted — As to Religion, it 
were therefore better. to have all the Popifh 
Countries under the Turks, and Atuhemet would 
be fo mach a better Mafter, than Lonis XIV; 
that they would be very willing to fee the Em- 
peror, French King, King of Spain, Pope, and 
Jtalian Princes, fupprefs'd by the 7urts, that the 
Proteftant Religion may-have its free ESertil= 
not doubting but that it would fo eafily prevail 
on the Minds of Men, that Turcifm would fink, 
and vanith before it, and the Rroreftant Reli- 
gion would force its own way. 

Thefe Gentlemen have atarge Faith; and 
fomething of Kin it isto their Opinions, who 
Zive

_ by Reafon, and God has given it us for that 
end; fuch Men aét more Faith than Difcretion, 
the firft is Prepofterous, and the latter much

After fome Debate about this Queftion, the 
Society came to the following Refolutions. 

1. They allow, That in all Trefpaffes be- 
tween Man and Man, fatisfaétion is to be made 
to Man. 

2. That whereas fume Crimes carry a double 
Guilt, a Trefpafs againft Man, and an Offence 
againft God ; ‘tis allow’d, that-there is required, 
not only a Repentance of the latter, buta Sa- 
tisfaétion of che former ; and that unlefs borh 
thefe are found together, any one of them will 
be found incompleat. 2 

But in the Cale of Blood, Divine Jultice has 
direéted, that the. Life. of the Offender fhall 
go for-the Offence, as well In Terrorem, as to 
ngnify, .that no Equivalent being to be given 
for. the Life of a Man, the Offender is to Pay 


the. Mult: of his own Life, as a general Sa-> 


tisfa€tion, both to the Perfon injur’d, and the 
Taw broken. : 

In Cafe of Private Trefpafs, Repentance can 
not be Compleat, unlefs Satisfaétion be made, 
according to the Ability of the Offender. 

Butas tothe Law, the Cafe may differ; the 
Law infliétsa Punifhment on the Offender, if 
he fhall be Taken, but does by-no means o- 
blige the Criminal to deteé himfelf. 

The old Maxim, Nemo Tenetur feipfum Accu- 
fare,.is allow’d by the Law in all Cafes, aS well 
of Blood as any other. 

Now as to Private Satisfaétion, the Offender 
cannot be in a Capacity to make any Compen- 
fation equivalent to the Life of the Perfon, whe 
has been deftroy’d ;. he can do nothing to make 
up the lofs of the Life he took away; the faris- 
faétion the Law requires, he cannot make, with- 
out abandoning hisown Life, breaking the Law 
of Nature, and aéting Self-Accufation. 

The Society therefore are of Opinion, he is 
not bound 'to give himfelf up to the Law. — 
becaufe the’ Law requires no Man toa accule 
himfelf, and they: judge his Repentance:. may 
be Compleat without it, if otherwif€ fincere ; 
becaufe he makes Satisfa&tion according to his 
Ability, noMan being able to make Satisfaéti- 
on for Blood. 

One thing they think he is oblig’d to, asa 
Satisfaétion to the Family of the Deceafed ; if he 
left either Widow or Children, they-third he is 
bound, it able, to take Care, Affift, and if need 
be, to Provide for them; he having depriy’d 
them of the Staff of theic Subftance, and vio- 
lently taken from them, him that would :have 
Provided tor them
